Fiscal court changes 
health insurance carrier 


County employees will continue to have the 
option of having health insurance, but at a higher 
weekly rate and deductible amount. Clinton Fiscal 
Court, at its regular meeting last Thursday, took the 
action to switch insurance carriers and save enough 
money to offer the coverage. 

The insurance issue was among several items of 
business on the agenda, which saw all magistrates 
present, but Judge/Executive Lyle Huff was absent 
due to a death in his family. Magistrate Mickey 
Riddle chaired the one and a-half-hour session in 
Huff’s absence. 


The court also discussed at length the financial 
situation with the Clinton County Jail and a sepa¬ 
rate article on the jail issues can be found begin¬ 
ning on page 1. 

Prior to discussion on insurance, Cody Craig in¬ 
formed the court that the spraying of roadsides in 
the county to help control weeds and bmsh would 
begin next month.

Future of jail is still uncertain 


The status of the Clinton County Jail remains 
unclear following a lengthy discussion on the pros 
and cons of closing the facility or trying to keep it 
open took place at last Thursday evening’s regular 
meeting of Clinton Fiscal Court. 

The jail has been an issue for several months, 
but came more to light earlier this year when some 
court members voiced concerns about the cost as¬ 
sociated with keeping the facility open—a figure 
some magistrates have put at up to near $600,000 
per year from the county budget. 

The new fiscal year budget for 2013-14 has to 
be in place by July 1, but fiscal court will have to 


vote on that budget as early as May to assure it will 
be approved by the state before a final vote is taken 
in June. 

At its meeting in February, some magistrates 
announced they had met with the Casey County 
Judge/Executive, who apparently told them his 
county would accept all local inmates at a cost of 
around $250,000 to $300,000 annually. Magis¬ 
trates Mickey Riddle, Ricky Craig and Terry Bust¬ 
er had apparently met with officials in both Casey 
and Russell County concerning the cost for hous-

counties. 

Many state cost share prac¬ 
tices are offered through the 
state cost share program. Some 
examples are: agriculture and 
animal waste control facilities, 
streambank stabilization, animal 
waste utilization, vegetative fil¬ 
ter strips, integrated crop man¬ 
agement, pesticide containment, 
sinkhole protection, pasture 
and hay land forage quality and 
heavy use area protection.

“Who Mythed The Boat?” 

Most evangelical Christians have been shocked by the recent an¬ 
nouncement made by one of our large church denominations about 
revising all their Sunday School lessons. The aim, according to their pro¬ 
ponents, is to make the Bible more acceptable to the modern scientific 
minds. With this lofty purpose in view, they will now teach their pupils 
that the story of creation recorded in Genesis is a myth. The story of 
Noah’s Ark is said to be a fairy tale. They tell us that David did not really 
kill Goliath, and further state that the glorious account of the Virgin Birth 
is nothing more than a myth. 

It really looks as if these people may have “mythed the boat.” It would 
be difficult to convince Noah of any myth about it. He not only spent one 
hundred and twenty years constructing it, but he was the captain who 
navigated it on a shoreless sea for a long period of time. The people who 
mythed the boat in Noah’s day, mythed everything. 

Now if David had mythed Goliath with his stone, there would be much 
history of Israel to record. Goliath was very real as he brandished his 
mammoth spear and terrified every Israelite except David. His vile oaths 
rent the air and his savage threats caused the armies of Israel to reel back¬ 
ward without encounter. Goliath rattled his saber, flashed his shield and 
clattered his armor as he hurled vile insults and blasphemous curses at 
the hosts of Israel when David approached him. David met the Philistine 
giant in the name of the Lord and soon the giant was slain. I am glad 
David did not myth the mark he aimed at. 

Now these people seem to have mythed the Virgin Birth as well. This 
means that they must have mythed the angels too. No doubt they mythed 
the shepherds and the Wise Men also. A little later they seem to have even 
mythed the resurrection, the more it becomes obvious that it only leads 
to mythunderstanding the Bible. 

That is the trouble when you discount the inspired revelation of the 
miraculous creation in Genesis. You just have no place to stop. If man de¬ 
cides that the Bible account of creation is a myth, then man becomes the 
judge of the Book instead of being judged by the Book. There is a dan¬ 
gerous fallacy in the wisdom of man ... “The world by wisdom knew not 
God” (I Cor. 1:21). It is better to be simple and safe than to be worldly 
wise and be lost. For if the Virgin Birth is a myth, then salvation is too. 
But millions of people have experienced salvation and the evidence is all 
around us in transformed lives of believers. Those who mythed the Ark 
drowned. Those who myth the Saviour forfeit eternal life. Be sure you 
don’t myth it!

Spring will have to wait; pattern holding 
wet, cold weather over Bluegrass

According to the calendar, it 
is officially spring; however, it 
seems someone forgot to tell the 
weather to act accordingly in the 
Bluegrass. So what is going on? 
Did the groundhog lie? When 
is it going to get warmer? Will 
the rain and snow slow down? 
University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture meteorologists 
offered some explanation and 
hope. 

“Simply put, the eastern half 
of the country is stuck in a nega¬ 
tive Arctic weather pattern,” said 
Tom Priddy, UK agricultural me¬ 
teorologist. “That’s a big part of 
the reason for the lingering cold 
and wet weather we have been 
experiencing.” 

Priddy said it means a block¬ 
ing pattern has kept an enhanced 
trough of low pressure over the 
Eastern United States, which re¬ 
sults in cooler temperatures. 

“Kentucky is very susceptible 
to Canadian or even Arctic out¬ 
breaks,” UK agricultural meteo¬ 
rologist Matthew Dixon added. 
“Fortunately, the pattern is going 
to break, but not before April.” 

Priddy said outlooks are 
trending toward above-normal 
temperatures in both April and 
the three-month outlook into 
June. 

“That’s a welcome sign for 
sure as Kentucky farmers and 
gardeners get further into the 
planting season,” he said. “Some 
horticultural crops have already 
been delayed.” 

So, while temperatures will 
remain cool through the end of 
March, Kentucky will also con¬ 
tinue in an unsettled and wet 
weather pattern. Since the start 
of March, the state has averaged 
nearly four inches of rainfall— 
about an inch above normal. 

“This has just added to our 
already wet winter season where 
Kentucky was 2.57 inches above 
normal over the course of De¬ 
cember and January,” Dixon 
said. “The wet pattern looks to 
continue this upcoming weekend 
and on into April. The five-day 
rainfall outlook through early 
next week is predicting anywhere 
from another half to one inch 
falling across the area. The lat¬ 
est one month outlook for April 
is also suggesting above normal 
precipitation. This is in addition 
to above normal precipitation ex¬ 
pected the next three months into 
June.” 

Priddy summarized based on 


the current outlooks, the upcom¬ 
ing planting season looks to re¬ 
semble years in the recent past. 

“In typical Ohio Valley fash¬ 
ion, the weather pattern will 
throw another curveball at the 
planting season,” he said. “While 
well below-normal temperatures 
and wet conditions will contin¬ 
ue to postpone field operations 
through the end of March, we 
will get a warm-up going into 
early April and ‘spring’ will fi¬ 
nally arrive.”

“You have to have self moti¬ 
vated students and we have that,” 
Conner said. “All of our students 
are great and work really hard. 
It’s up to the individual. If you 
don’t have students who are self- 
motivated then you are just wast¬ 
ing your time.” 

Williams said to prepare for 
the competitions, he reads a lot 
of books and keeps up with cur¬ 
rent events. 

“I try to stay apprised to the 
current events. I read the New 
York Times and other publica¬ 
tions and websites,” Williams 
said. 

To be a member of the Aca¬ 
demic Team and be successful, 
Williams gave credit to the sup¬ 
port he has from his family, es¬ 
pecially his sister Katie, who is a 
freshman at Clinton County High 
School.

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Something new for this year’s 
leagues, will be an evaluation 
day which will be held after the 
sign ups are complete. 

Polston said it will be a day 
where the kids will come out 
and the board can evaluate the 
skill set of each player in order 
to place each kid on a team and 
make each team evenly matched. 

“It’s not going to be a tryout 
because we wouldn’t cut a kid for 
nothing,” Polston said.

Ripkin. We figured we would try 
it one year and see,” Polston said. 
“Going with Little League for all 
those years, it got all about the 
money for them. It was costing 
us so much money and no more 
bigger numbers than we had, we 
just couldn’t afford it.” 

Some of the rules that con¬ 
form with the Cal Ripkin League 
is the kids have to play at least 10 
games in order to be eligible for 
the post season tournament. 

Polston said Albany will be 
put in the district with Wayne 
County, Russell County and the 
Somerset area. 

“We don’t have to travel and I 
think that’s a big thing these days. 
People just don’t want to travel,” 
Polston said. “There are so many 
sports anymore ... there is soccer 
and everything else. The parents, 
I think, tell the kids to pick one 
sport and we are going to do it. I 
think that’s one of the reasons the 
numbers are down.” 

One board member who is 
helping with this year’s AIL, 
Mike Davis, said they really 
wished more people would come 
out and help. 

“We are open to all ideas,” 
Davis said. “Our greatest con¬ 
cern is the benefit of the kids. 
We want to make sure they have 
fun and learn. We need more 
people to help. We need coaches. 
Cal Ripkin has a strict rule on 
coaches. Each coach has to take 
an online class in order to be con¬ 
sidered as a coach in the league. 


I think it’s a good thing. It tells 
you there is someone committed 
to do the work.” 

Polston said he thought the 
class costs a little bit of money 
to take, but he is working on be¬ 
ing able to provide the funds for 
each coach who wants to take the 
test and volunteer their time for 
a team. 

“Last year we didn’t make 
hardly anything ... two or three 
hundred dollars. By the time 
you have to pay the umpires, get 
the equipment, buy the balls ... 
it’s not a money making deal,” 
Polston said. “If we didn’t have 
team sponsors and couldn’t sell 
the signs, we would be way in the 
hole. Little league would have to 
die. It couldn’t exist.” 

This year, being apart of the 
Cal Ripkin League, a patch has 
to be present on each child’s uni¬ 
form and that cost $5 per child, 
which is the reason for the $5 in¬ 
crease in the sign up fee. 

This season, the price of AIL 
sign ups is $35 for the first child 
and $30 for each additional child 
in the same family. 

Each child, boy or girl, has to 
be four years of age by May 1, 
2013. 

Polston said depending on 
how many kids sign up will de¬ 
pend on how many different di¬ 
visions the league will have. 

“We would love to see 250- 
300 kids this year,” Polston said. 
“When I played we had the kids. 
I’d say we had 400 plus kids.” 

“It’s a part of my childhood 
and I enjoyed it,” Davis said. 
“They teach them more than just 
ball. 

“It teaches them discipline, 
character and fundamentals,” 
Polston added.

EVERYONE IS INVITED TO ATTEND! 
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Three people died in a tragic 
house fire on Thursday, March 
14 in the Windy Community of 
Wayne County. A fourth person 
was rescued from the residence 
by a neighbor and survived the 
blaze, according to information 
released by officials. 

Douglas Walker, 53, was 
pronounced dead at the scene of 
the house fire on Highway 1009. 
Firefighters stated that Douglas 
Walker was found near the rear 
of the house, near where inves¬ 
tigators have stated the blaze 
began. 

Melvina Walker, 60, and her 
grandson, Jaimie Elliott, 3, were 
rescued from a bedroom in the 
home by members of the Susie 
Fire Department. They were 
transported to Wayne County 
Hospital, where they later died. 

This marked the first time 
that the Susie Fire Department 
had responded to a scene that 
involved fatalities, and it was 
difficult for volunteers with the 
department. 

“This was the first fatality 


that most members of this depart¬ 
ment have had to deal with,” said 
Susie Fire Chief Kelly Ragan. 
“It is tough for them, especially 
when you have a three-year-old 
involved.” 

This marks the first fire fatal¬ 
ity in Wayne County since 2008, 
when two people died in separate 
blazes. 

Ragan said his department 
was notified of the fire at approx¬ 
imately 10:30 p.m. Thursday. 
When they arrived at the scene, 
much of the back of the residence 
was engulfed in flames and fire 
was coming out the roof. 

A female, identified by neigh¬ 
bors as Samantha Gregory, was 
pulled from the home by a neigh¬ 
bor before the fire department 
arrived. 

The Susie Fire Department 
was on the scene of the blaze 
until about 5:30 a.m., according 
to Ragan. Kentucky State Police 
and arson investigators were on 
the scene at that point. The Susie 
Fire Department was called back 
to the scene at about 6:45 a.m. to 
extinguish several areas where 
fire sparked back up. 

Ragan expressed appreciation 
to all the emergency workers 
who helped at the scene. The 
Monticello Fire Department pro¬ 
vided tanker support to the Susie 


Fire Department and the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department 
and Wayne County EMS were 
instrumental at the scene. 

“I am proud of my men and 
I just want to thank everybody 
who helped at the scene. Every¬ 
one worked together so well,” 
said Ragan. 

According to a report issued 
by Kentucky State Police, the 
preliminary investigation shows 
that the fire began in a bathroom 
near the back of the house. An 
exact cause of the fire has not 
been determined, but no foul 
play is suspected. 

The investigation continues 
to be headed by Detective Brian 
Lewis, with the Kentucky State 
Police. 

According to Wayne County 
Coroner Forrest Hicks, bodies 
of the three victims were trans¬ 
ported to the State Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s Office in Frankfort for 
autopsies on Friday, March 15. 

Funeral services were sched¬ 
uled for last week for all three of 
the victims. 

Kayla Ford and Jared Futrell 
were formally sentenced to 25 
years in prison each by Circuit 
Judge James Bowling, Jr. on 
Wednesday, March 13 in Wayne 
Circuit Court. 

Lord and Futrell were con¬ 
victed of murder by a local jury 
on February 18 in connection 
with the July 2011 death of her 
17-month-old son, Staten Ste¬ 
phenson. 

The jury recommended a 25 
year sentence for each defen¬ 
dant. 

Bowling followed that rec¬ 
ommendation last week as Lord 
and Futrell appeared before 
him for the formal sentencing. 
Both defendants, through their 
attorneys, had filed motions for 
a new trial. Bowling overruled 
those motions. 

“This is one of the saddest 
cases I have ever sat on,” stated 
Bowling, as he proceeded with 
sentencing. 

Both defendants were given 
credit for 345 days for time 
served. 

Defense attorneys requested 
that the defendants also be given 
credit for time when they were 


released on bail, but were still 
under restrictions by the court. 
Bowling denied both those re¬ 
quests. 

Bowling informed both Lord 
and Futrell of their right to ap¬ 
peal the verdict, which he noted 
would be reviewed by the Ken¬ 
tucky Supreme Court. 

there should be several things 
cleared up after that meeting. He 
added that after he returned from 
the meeting he plans to form 
committees to work on specific 
areas of a merger.

Allen was a deputy jailer at 
the detention center, and Up¬ 
church said he was terminated 
immediately after being charged. 
Allen was under investigation 
due to information that Up¬ 
church received about Allen al¬ 
legedly bringing contraband into 
the facility. 

Allen was lodged in Wayne 
County Detention Center on a 
$5,000 cash bond. 

“I have not and I will not tol¬ 
erate contraband at the detention 
center by the public or an em¬ 
ployee,” stated Jailer Upchurch. 
“Anyone caught bringing in con¬ 
traband, whether it be the public, 
an inmate, or an employee, will 
be charged. As in the past, I will 
continue to strive to run a clean 
jail.” 



The recent deaths of a hus¬ 
band and wife are currently 
being investigated as a murder- 
suicide. 

According to sources, sher¬ 
iff’s deputies arrived at 134 Led¬ 
ford Lane the evening of March 
12 and found Debra Eby, 58, 
fatally shot to death. 

Her husband, Stephen Eby, 
54, had shot himself, sources 
said, but was still alive when 
deputies arrived. 

The incident reportedly hap¬ 
pened between 9 and 10 p.m. 

E-911 dispatch had received a 
call from Stephen Eby saying his 
wife had been shot. 

When emergency personnel 
arrived at the scene, they found 
Stephen Eby also shot but still 
alive. 

He was then taken to UT 
Medical Center and placed on 
life support but died in the early 
morning hours of March 15, ac¬ 
cording to sources. 

The Tennessee Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation and Overton County 


Sheriff’s Department are investi¬ 
gating the incident. 

What you post about other 
people on the website Topix may 
not be so anonymous after all, is 
what an Overton County resident 
recently discovered. 

Law enforcement authorities 
searched a Monroe home on 
March 6 with a warrant after 
a two-week investigation was 
carried out because of a Topix 
forum post that was traced back 
to the residence. 

“I guess I am in a lot of trou¬ 
ble now,” is what the resident 
said to authorities when they 
came to search, stated a recent 
press release through the 15th Ju¬ 
dicial District Drug and Violent 
Crime Task Force. The task force 
covers Jackson, Macon, Smith, 
Trousdale and Wilson counties. 

According to the release, the 
post said the following: 

“We need to get all the people 
that don’t have popular names 
together and systematically take 
out all those Staffords, Mayber- 
rys and Gentrys...But we can 
spare the judge though, ‘cause 
she’s kind of hot. If we all work 
together and keep it a secret, we 
can make it looks like the deaths 
were all accidents. I know that 
most of the popular are dumber 
than hell, ‘cause let’s face it, if 
you have that name...You don’t 
need an education to make it in 
this town. Who’s with me?” 

The post concerned Assistant 
District Attorney Edwin Sadler, 
who then contacted the Drug and 
Violent Crime Task Force. 

Authorities seized several 
computers, all weapons and other 
items during the search. 

The task force made the fol¬ 
lowing statement in its release: 

“For some reason people 
think that they can create a fic¬ 
titious name and residence and 
post something on Topix and 
law enforcement does not know 
who they are. Topix is regularly 
monitored by specialized law en¬ 
forcement groups, and we know 
who is making the postings, and 
at times these postings result in 
criminal charges and other times 
they are witnesses to crimes and 
interviewed by law enforcement. 
We have interviewed people who 
made postings months in the past 
and in some investigations even 
years later people will be inter¬ 
viewed. This is a situation where 
someone, like most people who 
post, thought they could hide 
behind a computer, scare people 
and say lies about them and no 
one would ever know, and it 
would be funny.” 

Charges will be filed against 
the Monroe resident and brought 
before the Overton and Jackson 
County grand juries at a later 
date. 

A majority vote from Overton 
County School Board members 
has determined that Matt El- 
dridge will not be returning as 
director after the school year’s 
end. 

Board members voted on a 
motion to renew the director of 
schools’ contract for two years 
before a crowd during a meeting 
held Thursday, March 12. 

Eldridge, who has held the 
position since 2009, addressed 
the board on its decision. 

The motion, made by Ray 
Smith and seconded by Dolphus 
Dial, failed 7-3. 

But local resident Danny 
Smith did not agree with the 
decision, and spoke to the board 
in support of Eldridge, result¬ 
ing in a round of applause from 
spectators around the room. He 
also touched on an alleged ru¬ 
mored “hit list” involving board 
members which was a topic of 
discussion at last month’s school 
board meeting. 

“It’s my understanding that 
the school system right now is 
in better shape academically than 
it’s ever been,” he said. “That to 
me says the man, the director of 
schools, and the people that he 
has in those positions, is doing 
a good job. Why do you replace 
somebody that’s doing the job 
satisfactorily?”

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Skaggs said the victim was 
identified as Parker G. Cain, 
age 50. 

The Nancy and Faubush Fire 
Departments were called to the 
mobile home on McClendon 
Lane, which is off Richardson 
Road, late Wednesday night. Be¬ 
cause of the location of the fire, 
departments from three counties 
responded to the blaze. 

Cain was pronounced dead by 
Skaggs at 1:30 a.m. on Thurs¬ 
day. 

He said there has been no 
determination of a cause of the 
blaze and that foul play is not 
suspected at this time. Skaggs 
also said the blaze happened 
quick and burned the mobile 
home to the ground. 

The fire is under investigation 
by KSP Arson Investigator Alex 
Welsey, KSP Detective Ricky 
Brooks as well as the Nancy Fire 
Department. 

An autopsy was performed 
Friday at the State Medical 
Examiner’s office in Frankfort 
to determine the cause of Cain’s 
death, but results on that will 
take several days, according to 
Skaggs. 

A Russell County woman pled 
guilty on Wednesday to a charge 
of criminal attempt to commit 
murder in Russell Circuit Court. 

Pamela Bennett, 52, took 
the plea bargain offer by Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney Matthew 
Leveridge after a jury roll call on 
Wednesday morning. 

Late in 2010, Bennett, and 
her son, Trevor Bennett, were 
indicted on charges related to the 
shooting death of Felicia Eads on 
November 2, 2010. 

Last October, the court’s first 
attempt to try Bennett was un¬ 
successful after a jury couldn’t 
be seated. Trevor Bennett then 
pled guilty to manslaughter in 
December 2011 and was sen¬ 
tenced to eight years in prison. 

Following Bennett’s plea, Le¬ 
veridge recommended a sentence 
of 10 years to be served and that 
Bennett have no contact with the 
family of Felicia Eads. 

Bennett’s sentencing is set for 
April 23. 



Superintendent Kenny Pickett 
announced that the school was 
now in possession of the six 
AR-15 semi-automatic rifles of 
which their location had been 
questioned by board member 
Gerald Murray during the Feb¬ 
ruary school board meeting on 
Monday night. 

“It’s been determined that the 
sheriff’s office purchased the 
weapons for the school board. 
The school board, in turn, reim¬ 
bursed the sheriff’s department 
for the weapons,” said Pickett. 

“The weapons were never 
issued in any school name, or 
sheriff’s department name. The 
weapons were issued to each 
individual officer who was is¬ 
sued that weapon. As of today 
we have recovered every weapon 
that the school board bought, 
every item that the school board 
purchased as far as school safety 
is now in our possession.” 

Pickett wanted to make clear 
that the weapons were purchased 
in 2005 while he was the middle 
school principle and most board 
members were not seated. 

The next step will be to de¬ 
cide what to do with the weap¬ 
ons, Pickett said. The weapons 
are still registered to the then 
school safety officers and he said 
that school board attorney Jeff 
Hoover would present the board 
members with options they have 
at the regularly scheduled April 
school board meeting. 

Another issue addressed 
by Pickett prior to getting to 
school board business was that 
he indicated he had received 
numerous calls regarding a trip 
to the KHSAA Sweet 16 boys’ 
basketball tournament held in 
Lexington, and whether it was 
proper to have school funds pay 
for the trip. 

Pickett said it was an official 
school business trip to attend a 
finance institute hosted by the 
Kentucky Association of School 
Administrators and that he had 
authorized the money for the trip 
for himself, Director of College 
and Career Readiness Darren 
Gossage and Finance Director 
Marla Carnes.

Turkey hunters will encounter 
gobblers of all ages this season 


With opening day of the 
statewide season just two weeks 
away, Kentucky turkey hunters 
can look forward to encountering 
gobblers of all ages this spring. 

“There will be a higher than 
average number of jakes (juve¬ 
nile gobblers) compared to the 
2-year-olds and older adult gob¬ 
blers in our flocks,” said Steven 
Dobey, wild turkey program co¬ 
ordinator for the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “We should have an¬ 
other good spring season.” 

Youth hunters ages 15 and 
younger have the first opportu¬ 
nity to hunt spring turkeys on 
April 6-7. 

The general season opens the 
following weekend, always on 
the Saturday closest to April 15 
and lasts 23 days. This year’s 
general season dates are April 13 
through May 5. 

Kentucky’s turkey flock is es¬ 
timated to number about 250,000 
birds. 

“In many areas of the state, 
carrying capacities have been 
reached,” said Dobey. “But 


there’s still room for flocks to ex¬ 
pand in eastern Kentucky, where 
there’s available habitat and food 
resources. The mountain coun¬ 
ties have good numbers of birds 
and fewer hunters.” 

During the last five seasons, 
hunters in Kentucky have taken 
on average about 31,486 birds 
each spring. “Kentucky ranked 
no. 1 among all seven surround¬ 
ing states in 2012 for the number 
of birds taken per square mile 
of habitat, followed closely by 
Tennessee and Missouri,” said 
Dobey. 

Last spring hunters bagged 
33,068 bearded turkeys, 89 per¬ 
cent of which had beards six 
inches or longer. It was the third 
year in a row that the harvest ex¬ 
ceeded 30,000 birds. The record 
spring harvest total occurred in 
2010, when hunters telechecked 
36,097 birds. 

Hunter success rates have re¬ 
mained consistent, too. “Over the 
past 10 years, about 35 percent 
of hunters have taken at least 
one bird during the spring season 


and 75 percent of our success¬ 
ful hunters typically telechecked 
one bird.” said Dobey. 

The bag limit for the spring 
season is two bearded turkeys. 

Last year’s drought had mini¬ 
mal impact on turkey reproduc¬ 
tion since it intensified during 
the summer months, after nesting 
was completed. 

“Statewide, our surveys rated 
nesting success as moderate to 
good, with 1.8 poults per hen. 
While I hoped to see a higher 
number, that was an improve¬ 
ment over 2011,” said Dobey. 

He said another indication 
of improved reproduction was a 
seven percent increase in the har¬ 
vest of sub-adult male birds dur¬ 
ing the 2012 fall season. 

Kentucky turkey hunters 
should have a productive spring 
season when they slip on their 
mesh face masks, get their slate 
calls scratched and ready and hit 
the turkey woods.

Kentucky's jobless rate remains 
at 7.9 percent in February 2013 


Kentucky’s seasonally adjust¬ 
ed preliminary unemployment 
rate stayed at 7.9 percent from 
January 2013 to Febmary 2013, 
according to the Office of Em¬ 
ployment and Training (OET), 
an agency of the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation and Workforce Develop¬ 
ment Cabinet. 

The preliminary Febmary 
2013 jobless rate was .4 percent¬ 
age points below the 8.3 percent 
rate recorded for the state in Feb¬ 
mary 2012. 

The U.S. seasonally adjusted 
jobless rate decreased to 7.7 per¬ 
cent in Febmary 2013 from 7.9 
percent in January 2013, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Department of 
Labor. 

Labor force statistics, includ¬ 
ing the unemployment rate, are 
based on estimates from the Cur¬ 
rent Population Survey of house¬ 
holds. It is designed to measure 
trends rather than to count the ac¬ 
tual number of people working. 
It includes jobs in agriculture and 
those classified as self-employed. 

In Febmary 2013, Ken¬ 
tucky’s civilian labor force was 
2,083,557, a decrease of 2,148 
individuals compared to the pre¬ 
vious month. Employment fell 
by 149, while the number of 
unemployed people dropped by 
1,999. 

In a separate federal survey 
of business establishments that 
excludes jobs in agriculture and 
people who are self-employed, 
Kentucky’s seasonally adjusted 
nonfarm employment increased 
by 6,800 jobs in Febmary 2013 
from the previous month. On an 
over-the-year basis, the state’s 
nonfarm employment has grown 
by 1.3 percent with the addition 
of 23,000 jobs. 

“Preliminary Febmary 2013 
employment estimates show a 
considerable improvement in 
Kentucky’s labor market,” said 
economist Manoj Shanker of 
the OET. “Our nonfarm job lev¬ 
els have now reached a post-re¬ 
cession recovery highpoint. We 
have made considerably more 
progress than the average state in 
gaining back lost jobs from the 
Great Recession.” 

Nonfarm data is provided by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 
Current Employment Statistics 
program. According to this sur¬ 
vey, six of Kentucky’s 11 ma¬ 
jor nonfarm North American 
Industry Classification System 
(NAICS) job sectors registered 
gains in employment, while five 
declined. 

Kentucky’s manufacturing 
sector had the highest number of 
new jobs as the sector grew by 
3,100 positions or 1.2 percent in 
Febmary 2013. Since Febmary 
2012, employment in manufac¬ 
turing has increased by 13,100 
jobs or six percent. 

“Most of the employment gain 
continues to be in the durable 
goods industries, which include 


motor vehicle manufacturing 
as well as machinery, electrical 
equipment and appliances,” said 
Shanker. 

“The economy’s fundamen¬ 
tals are improving. Though there 
is less disposable income from 
the expiration of the 2 percent 
payroll tax cut, consumers are 
spending money on cars and 
keeping the assembly lines hum¬ 
ming,” said Shanker. 

The state’s leisure and hospi¬ 
tality sector rebounded in Febm¬ 
ary 2013 with 2,300 more jobs. 
Since Febmary 2012, the sector 
has expanded by 5,200 positions 
or three percent. This sector in¬ 
cludes arts, entertainment, recre¬ 
ation, accommodation and food 
services. 

“The majority of employment 
in the leisure and hospitality sec¬ 
tor is in hotels and restaurants 
and that has seen steady growth,” 
said Shanker. “However, 10 per¬ 
cent of the jobs in this category 
are in the arts and entertainment 
field and that has been far from 
steady.” 

The educational and health 
services sector gained 1,200 po¬ 
sitions in Febmary 2013. The 
sector has posted an increase of 
1,700 jobs since Febmary 2012. 

“Health care jobs are the real 
driver for this sector. We have 
had seven months of steady 
month-to-month growth. More 
importantly, this sector has ex¬ 
panded every year since 1990,” 
said Shanker. 

The constmction sector post¬ 
ed an increase of 900 positions 
in Febmary 2013 from a month 
ago. Since Febmary 2012, em¬ 
ployment in constmction has 
risen by 300 jobs. 

“Kentucky has added con¬ 
stmction jobs in three of the last 
four months. The housing mar¬ 
ket is showing signs of recovery. 
Low unemployment and record- 
low mortgage rates have encour¬ 
aged more people to buy. Na¬ 
tionally, Febmary housing starts 
were the strongest in almost five 
years,” Shanker said. 

The state’s trade, transporta¬ 
tion and utilities sector added 
800 jobs in Febmary 2013. This 
is the largest sector in Kentucky 
with 375,100 positions, and ac¬ 
counts for about 20 percent of 
nonfarm employment. Since 
Febmary 2012, jobs in this sector 
have increased by 5,700 or 1.5 
percent. 

The government sector, which 
includes public education, pub¬ 
lic administration agencies and 
state-owned hospitals, increased 
by 700 jobs in Febmary 2013. 
The sector had 400 more jobs 
compared to Febmary 2012. 

The number of jobs in the oth¬ 
er services sector, which includes 
repairs and maintenance, person¬ 
al care services, and religious or¬ 
ganizations, fell by 100 positions 
Febmary 2013. Compared to a 
year ago, there has been a loss of 


1,700 jobs. 

Kentucky’s professional and 
business services sector dropped 
by 200 jobs in Febmary 2013. 
This category includes establish¬ 
ments engaged in services that 
support the day-to-day activities 
of other organizations, including 
temporary employment services. 
Since last Febmary, jobs in the 
sector have increased by 1,600. 

Employment in the min¬ 
ing and logging sector fell by 
300 jobs in Febmary 2013. The 
number of jobs in this sector has 
declined by 4,100 or 18 percent 
since last Febmary. 

The financial activities sec¬ 
tor lost 600 jobs in Febmary 
2013. Compared to Febmary a 
year ago, businesses involved 
in finance, insurance, real estate 
and property leasing have gained 
2,500 jobs. 

The information sector fell 
by 1,000 jobs in Febmary 2013. 
This segment has declined by 
1,600 positions since Febmary 
2012. The industries in this sec¬ 
tor include traditional publishing 
as well as software publishing; 
motion pictures and broadcast¬ 
ing; and telecommunications. 

“The newspaper media audi¬ 
ence, including online, declined 
by two percent in 2012. Coupled 
with the decline in advertising 
revenues the outlook for em¬ 
ployment in the both the print 
and online media is unpromis¬ 
ing, at least in the short-run,” 
said Shanker. 

Civilian labor force statistics 
include nonmilitary workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
are actively seeking work. They 
do not include unemployed Ken¬ 
tuckians who have not looked 
for employment within the past 
four weeks. 

Kentucky’s statewide unem¬ 
ployment rate and employment 
levels are seasonally adjusted. 
Employment statistics undergo 
sharp fluctuations due to season¬ 
al events, such as weather chang¬ 
es, harvests, holidays and school 
openings and closings. Seasonal 
adjustments eliminate these in¬ 
fluences and make it easier to ob¬ 
serve statistical trends. However, 
because of the small sample size, 
county unemployment rates are 
not seasonally adjusted.

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guilty pleas for both men. 

During arraignment and a pre¬ 
trial conference that was already 
scheduled, Circuit Judge David 
Williams set another pretrial con¬ 
ference for next Monday, April 
1 at 9 a.m. and noted the Com¬ 
monwealth is to elect whether to 
consolidate the cases (try both 
defendants at the same time) and 
whether or not they will seek the 
death penalty in the case. 

Perdue, 73, died of what the 
State Medical Examiner’s office 
indicated was blunt force injuries 
to the head, neck and chest area 
and multiple stab wounds. 

Police first responded to a 
residence on Perdue Road, near 
the Clinton/Wayne County line 
on September 20. According to 
Kentucky State Police reports at 
the time, Perdue was found dead 
at his residence by a friend at ap¬ 
proximately 4:30 p.m. 

After arrest warrants were is¬ 
sued on the two suspects, they 
later turned themselves in to 
Clinton County Sheriff Rick Rid¬ 
dle the following evening around 
6:15 p.m. 

The brothers were subse¬ 
quently indicted on murder 
charges by a local grand jury. A 
trial date for the defendants has 
yet to be set. 

In an unrelated local murder 
case, another pretrial conference 
was held last Monday for Ira 
Boles Dyer, III, who is charged 
with murder in relation to a vehi¬ 
cle accident that occurred almost 
two years ago. 

Ina Edwards, 79, of Albany, 
died in the accident when her ve¬ 
hicle was struck by Dyer’s in a 
wreck that occurred on Hwy. 127 
north of Albany. The defendant is 
also charged with three counts of 
wanton endangerment due to the 
passengers in his and Edwards’ 
vehicles and also four counts of 
second degree persistent felony 
offender, as well as other traffic 
related charges. 

During the pretrial conference 
last week, Judge Williams noted 
the matter remains set for trial 
on May 29 and 30 and scheduled 
another pretrial conference for 
April 15 at which time the judge 
wrote that all motions need to be 
filed. 

Dyer is being represented by 
defense attorney Angie Capps of 
Burkes ville.

ing local inmates in their jails. 

Russell County Jailer Bobby 
Dunbar was present at last week’s 
Clinton Fiscal Court meeting. 

Tracy Reed, with the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Correc¬ 
tions, had been asked by the court 
late last year to do a comparison 
of basically how much it costs to 
operate the local jail compared 
to closing it and housing inmates 
elsewhere under contract. She 
also was present at last week’s 
meeting and presented the find¬ 
ings she had come up with. 

Reed said the only (closed) 
jail she had compared Clinton 
County to was Harrison County, 
and told the court that based on 
the number of inmate bookings 
per month (approximately 33), 
the county would only save be¬ 
tween $80,000 and $100,000 by 
closing the local detention cen-

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the jail budget work sheet for the 
2013-14 fiscal year, which will 
later be incorporated into the 
county budget. 

County Treasurer Dallas 
Sidwell also announced that the 
estate of Muhlenberg County 
resident Bland C. Harbison had 
left a small bequest to be dis¬ 
tributed to all 120 county animal 
shelters. The total amount state¬ 
wide was $170,000 or $1,400 per 
county, to be used solely toward 
animal shelter/control programs 
in each county. 

The court also voted to pay 
claims and bills, including a bill 
for new compressors that were 
needed at the Clinton County 
Community Center. 

Grady Wilson, the county’s 
insurance representative, then re¬ 
addressed the issue of employee 
health insurance. The matter was 
discussed last month when the 
current carrier, Bluegrass Family 
Medical, informed the court that 
employee insurance, primarily 
due to a few large claims, would 
be going up by some 49 percent 
over last year. 

Wilson said he had checked 
with some other companies 
about providing employee health 
coverage and a couple of com¬ 
panies, including Humana and 
United Health, had declined to 
make a proposal. However, An¬ 
them insurance did present some 
quotes, which Wilson said would 
be cheaper than the current 
proposed rates. He also noted 
that Bluegrass Family had also 
agreed to reduce their price, but 
added that Anthem still had the 
lower cost to the county overall. 

Wilson said the state plan was 
also an option for employees, but 
added insurance through the plan 
would be about as high as that 
provided by the county. “Anthem 
does have the overall lowest 
rates,” he said. 

During the discussion, Magis¬ 
trate Ricky Craig made a sugges¬ 
tion, to save the county enough 
money to continue to offer cover¬ 
age, to raise the weekly amount 
per employee share from $20 per 
week, or $80 per month, to $40 


ter. She also added, “once its 
(jail) closed, you can’t open it 
again.” She later added that even 
if in the future the jail could re¬ 
open to accept state inmates, as 
regional jails do, the cost would 
be too high to afford. 

Magistrate Riddle then stat¬ 
ed the county was pumping 
$600,000 a year into the jail and 
noted that the estimated sav¬ 
ings given by Reed was far dif¬ 
ferent than what it would be if 
the county could fund the jail at 
$250,000-$300,000 a year. 

Reed said that fortunately the 
local jail has not had to incur a 
lot of high medical bills, as some 
detention facilities do. She added 
that even with the jail closed, 
there would still be bills to pay 
out, such as liability insurance, 
employees would have to be on- 
call at least part-time and the cost 
of transportation. 

Riddle then said that at the 
current expense to the county, 
they would “either have to close 
the jail or raise taxes...it’s noth¬ 
ing personal against anyone, but 
if we keep it open and pay our 
bills, we’d have to raise taxes.” 

Jailer Gene Ferrill questioned 
how long the contract with Casey 
County would be, with Riddle 
answering one year. Reed then 
suggested to the court to pull 
Harrison County records and 
look at them. “Even without a 
jail, you’re going to need certain 
things,” she said. 

Magistrate Terry Buster then 
questioned Reed on why there 
were only four life-safety jails 
(including Clinton) that are open 
in the state. Reed replied it was 
primarily because jails weren’t 
able to keep up with the times. 
She added, however, that all four 
life-safety jails still open “do 
a great job, including Clinton 
County.” 

Buster also said he had no 
problem with the jailer or jail 
employees, saying he thought 
they were doing a good job. 

Ferrill also voiced concern 
about the families of local in¬ 
mates who would have to travel 
long distances for visits. Mag¬ 
istrate Craig said he believed 
grant funds may be available to 
allow for video conferences with 
inmates, including for court pro¬ 
ceedings and so forth. 


per week. 

Magistrate Terry Buster, how¬ 
ever, disagreed with that high 
figure, saying, “we can’t put all 
the penalty on the employees,” 
and suggested a lower rate of $30 
per week instead. 

Following some additional 
discussion, Buster made a mo¬ 
tion to accept an Anthem plan 
that calls for a $5,000 employee 
deductible, or total out-of-pocket 
per year amount and to withhold 
$30 per week, or $120 per month 
from employee pay to help fund 
the coverage. 

The motion passed on a 
split 4-2 vote, with magistrates 
Buster, Riddle, Phillip Parrigin 
and Hershell Key voting yes 
and magistrates Craig and Patty 
Guinn voting no. 

It was estimated following the 
meeting that the plan approved by 
the court would cost the county 
an estimated additional $22,500 
per year. However, that is much 
lower than the cost would have 
been under the current carrier’s 
original proposal and higher rate 
increase discussed in February. 

The court also approved the 
annual County Road Aid Con¬ 
tract and Resolution with the De¬ 
partment of Transportation and 
voted to direct County Attorney 
Michael Rains to proceed with 
deeding a few feet of property 
at the Seventy-Six voting house 
to an adjacent property owner so 
they (property owner) can pro¬ 
ceed with a property sale. 

Another minor controversy 
then arose when Riddle informed 
the court of the recommended 
appointment of Tommy Guffey 
to the District Extension Board. 

Magistrate Craig objected, 
saying he believed Guffey had 
been appointed recently to an¬ 
other board and felt like differ¬ 
ent people should be appointed 
to serve on boards. He then made 
a motion to appoint Jim Delk 
instead, but the motion died for 
lack of a second. 

There was then some question 
as to whether or not a vote was 
even necessary, since the judge/ 
executive apparently has the au¬ 
thority to make board appoint¬ 
ments. However, in all cases pre¬ 
viously, the court has voted on 
the recommended appointment. 

Magistrate Buster then moved 
to accept the judge’s recom¬ 


mendation and appoint Guffey. 
However, that motion also failed 
when no second was made. 

County Attorney Rains will 
apparently check into the mat¬ 
ter to make sure, but said he 
believed the judge could make 
board appointments and present 
the names to the court. 

After proclaiming April as 
Red Bud Month in Clinton 
County, PRIDE Coordinator 
Tuesday Davis informed the 
court that funds had been made 
available for tire amnesty days 
in the county this year, with the 
dates being April 25, 26 and 27. 
More details on the tire amnesty 
program will be published as in¬ 
formation becomes available. 

Emergency Services Director 
Lonnie Scott then addressed the 
court about a recent insurance 
settlement for a wrecked ambu¬ 
lance and requested the money 
be used to make necessary re¬ 
pairs. On a motion by Magistrate 
Craig, they voted unanimously to 
declare an emergency and allow 
Scott to accept the low quote on 
having the ambulance repaired. 

Following a very brief five- 
minute closed session on person¬ 
nel, in which no action was tak¬ 
en, a few magistrates announced 
their intentions on how they were 
going to use their approximate 
$30,000 from the county road aid 
fund. 

Magistrate Craig said in lieu 
of using the funding for black¬ 
topping, he was going to put his 
share toward the purchase of 
county road department equip¬ 
ment. Magistrate Buster also 
voiced the same opinion. 

Magistrate Guinn, however, 
had a dissenting opinion on the 
use of her district’s share, saying 
she was going to use the funds 
for her constituents and have 
road repairs made. 

Road Supervisor Jim Pen- 
nycuff then thanked magistrates 
Craig and Buster on behalf of 
the road department, saying that 
most of the current equipment is 
old and some new equipment is 
badly needed. He said new equip¬ 
ment hadn’t been purchased for 
the department since around the 
year 2000. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton Fiscal Court is scheduled 
for Thursday, April 18 at 5 p.m. 
at the courthouse and is open to 
the general public. 


Buster again noted he felt Fer¬ 
rill was one of the best jailers in 
the state and had good employ¬ 
ees, but said “it’s just the times... 
it’s not feasible as a life-safety 
jail.” 

Most other magistrates voiced 
similar sentiments, inferring Jail¬ 
er Ferrill and his staff were doing 
a good job and wouldn’t like to 
see the jail closed, but cited the 
high financial burden they feel it 
is placing on the county. 

At one point in the discus¬ 
sion, Magistrate Riddle also said 
to get the county through finan¬ 
cially without additional taxes, 
the county may not only have 
to close the jail but cut out other 
things as well. 

Russell County Jailer Dunbar 
then briefly addressed the court, 
saying that if the local jail closed, 
there would be less arrests and 
less inmates. 

He also said he had sent a 


proposal to the judge/executive’s 
office quoting a rate of $30.50 
per day per prisoner at the newly 
constructed Russell County De¬ 
tention Center. 

Magistrates told Dunbar they 
had not been made aware of his 
proposal as of last week’s meet¬ 
ing. 

When the discussions and 
questions came to a close, Mag¬ 
istrate Buster made a motion to 
have officials with the Depart¬ 
ment of Local Government meet 
with Judge/Executive Lyle Huff 
and County Attorney Michael 
Rains to discuss the jail issues, 
and the process of taking steps 
to close it. The motion passed by 
unanimous vote. 

The court also discussed 
county health insurance and 
other matters at its meeting last 
week and details can be found in 
a separate article beginning on 
page 1.

A term of Clinton Circuit 
Court was held last Monday, 
March 18 with Circuit Judge Da¬ 
vid L. Williams presiding over 
several cases on the docket. The 
Clinton County Grand Jury also 
convened on that date and hand¬ 
ed down a host of indictments in 
open circuit court. 

Clinton Circuit Court: The 
following are cases on the docket 
last week in which some type of 
resolutions were reached and/ 
or trial dates or other official ac¬ 
tions ruled on. 

* Sentencing was held in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Jes- 
see Kean, pursuant to a plea 
agreement effectuated on Febru¬ 
ary 18. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
theft by unlawful taking over 
$500 and burglary third degree, 
with a five-year sentence on each 
charge to run concurrent for five 
years. Pursuant to the recommen¬ 
dation of the Commonwealth, 
the defendant shall serve 90 days 
home incarceration with the bal¬ 
ance of the sentence probated for 
five years with supervision. He 
is to also pay restitution and re¬ 
ceive credit for time served, to be 
calculated by the Department of 
Corrections. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Kevin Haddix. 

Upon a plea of guilty to pos¬ 
session of a firearm by a convict¬ 
ed felon, the defendant would 
receive a three-year sentence, 
probated for three years with 
supervision. Final sentencing is 
scheduled for April 15. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Jodi Stinson, charged with theft 
by unlawful taking or disposi¬ 
tion, the defendant stipulated to 
violating the terms and condi¬ 
tions of her shock probation. The 
court directed the shock proba¬ 
tion be revoked with the defen¬ 
dant to receive credit for time 
served as to be determined by the 
Department of Corrections. 

* During motion hour in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Char¬ 
lotte Lee (now Tolbert), charged 
with trafficking in a controlled 
substance second degree, first 
offense, the court sustained the 
motion to dismiss and terminate 
pretrial diversion with an order 
to be tendered. 

* During arraignment, in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Bobbi Carol Gibson, charged 
with theft of identity, a trial date 
of June 18 was scheduled with a 
pretrial conference on June 3. 

* During arraignment, in 
the case of Justin Brent Lester, 
charged with theft by unlawful 
taking or disposition, a trial date 
of April 23 was scheduled with a 
pretrial conference set for April 
15. 


* During arraignment in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Christopher Pierce, charged with 
flagrant nonsupport, a trial date 
was scheduled for June 18 and 
pretrial conference on May 20. 

* During arraignment in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Am¬ 
ber York, charged with tamper¬ 
ing with physical evidence, a 
trial date was scheduled for June 
26 and a pretrial conference for 
May 20. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Michael Stearns, charged with 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance first offense and posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia, the 
matter remains set for trial on 
April 8. 

Several other cases were on 
the docket last week, with some 
being continued for different 
reasons and several motions to 
consolidate cases in which dif¬ 
ferent defendants are facing the 
same charges were sustained by 
the court. 

Clinton Grand Jury: The Clin¬ 
ton County Grand Jury convened 
in regular session last Monday, 
March 18 and returned several 
indictments, many that included 
multi-counts, in open circuit 
court, including the following: 

* The alleged offenses of 
wanton endangerment first de¬ 
gree (two counts), fleeing or 
evading police first degree and 
reckless driving, against Thur¬ 
man E. Barnes, when on or about 
March 9, the defendant wantonly 
engaged in dangerous conduct 
when he fled from Officer Ste¬ 
phen Martin in excessive speeds 
with two passengers, fled from a 
person recognized to be a police 
officer and failed to operate said 
vehicle in a careful manner. 

* The alleged offenses of 
wanton endangerment first de¬ 
gree (two counts) and assault 
first degree (two counts), against 
David Johnson, when on or 
about October 5, 2012, defen¬ 
dant wantonly engaged in dan¬ 
gerous conduct while under the 
influence of intoxicants, sped 
his vehicle down the runway of 
Spring Creek Air Parke, locked 
his brakes and skidded over 100 
feet, left the end of the runway, 
went airborne and crashed on the 
left shoulder of Olympus Drive, 
skidded approximately 49’ 11” 
across Olympus Drive and over 
an embankment on the right 
shoulder before coming to a final 
rest, with two passengers in the 
vehicle. 

* The alleged offenses of theft 
by unlawful taking or disposition, 
burglary third degree and persis¬ 
tent felony offender first degree 
(two counts) against Christopher 
L. Flanagan, when on or about 
February 10, defendant took or 
exercised control over a Ruger 
Mark II .22 caliber pistol, the 


moveable property of Frankie 
Lowhom, remained unlawfully 
in a building belonging to Doug 
Lowhom’s Shop and committed 
the offenses after having been 
stood convicted of a prior felony 
within the past five years. 

* The alleged offenses of pos¬ 
session of a controlled substance 
not in original container, posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance 
first degree, trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance first degree and 
endangering the welfare of a 
minor against Charelton T. Con¬ 
ner, when on or about Febmary 
16, defendant possessed a con¬ 
trolled substance not in original 
container first offense; possessed 
methadone, a controlled sub¬ 
stance; trafficked in a controlled 
substance and sold a methadone 
pill while with a four-year-old 
child. 

* The alleged offenses of com¬ 
plicity to commit endangering 
the welfare of a minor; tampering 
with physical evidence; posses¬ 
sion of controlled substances not 
in original container; possession 
of a controlled substance first de¬ 
gree; and complicity to traffick 
in a controlled substance first de¬ 
gree, against Shirley G. Guffey, 
when on or about Febmary 16, 
defendant solicited, commanded 
or engaged in a conspiracy with 
others in planning or committing 
the offense of endangering the 
welfare of a minor; disposed of 
a methadone wafer; possessed 
controlled substances not in orig¬ 
inal container; possessed metha¬ 
done, a controlled substance, first 
offense; and engaged in a con¬ 
spiracy with others in planning 
or committing the offense of traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance 
first degree. 

* The alleged offenses of 
criminal possession of a forged 
instmment second degree and 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance first degree (methamphet- 
amine), against Ada K. Grogan, 
aka, Ada K. Shelton, when on 
or about December 10 and 23, 
2012, defendant passed a check 
on People’s Bank and Tmst 
Company bearing the name of 
Gary or Cathy Smith, knowing 
said check was a forgery and 
possessed methamphetamine. 

* The alleged offenses of re¬ 
ceiving stolen property and bur¬ 
glary third degree, against Sid¬ 
ney H. Foster, when on or about 
January 31, defendant retained 
or disposed of a weedeater, the 
moveable property of James Dal¬ 
ey, having a value of less than 
$500 and remained unlawfully in 
the building belonging to James 
Daley.

spiracy with others in planning 
or committing the offense of traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance 
first degree, provided funds to 
purchase a methadone pill in the 
presence of a four-year-old child 
and committed the offense of 
trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance after having been stood 
convicted of a prior felony with¬ 
in the past five years. 

* The alleged offense of theft 
by unlawful taking or disposition 
against Christopher Posey, when 
on or about March 23, 2012, de¬ 
fendant took or exercised con¬ 
trol over two horse trailers, the 
moveable property of Georgie 
Armstrong, property having a 
value of more than $500.

De Anza founds San Francisco 

March 29 y 1776 

Juan Bautista de Anza, one of the great western pathfinders of the 18th century, arrives at the future 
site of San Francisco with 247 colonists. Though little known among Americans because of his Spanish 
origins, Anza’s accomplishments as a western trailblazer merit comparison with those of Lewis and 
Clark, John Fremont, and Kit Carson. 

In 1772, Anza made his first major exploratory mission, leading an arduous but successful expedition 
northwest to the Pacific Coast. Anza’s expedition established the first successful overland connections 
between the Mexican State of Sonora and northern California. Impressed by this accomplishment, the 
Mexican viceroy commissioned Anza to return to California and establish a permanent settlement along 
the Pacific Coast at San Francisco Bay. 

Anza and 247 colonists arrived at the future site of San Francisco on this day in 1776. Anza established 
a military fort on the tip of the San Francisco peninsula. Six months later, a Spanish Franciscan priest 
founded a mission near the fort that he named in honor of St. Francis of Assisi - in Spanish, San Francisco 
de Asiacutes. The most northerly outpost of the Spanish Empire in America, San Francisco remained an 
isolated and quiet settlement for more than half a century after Anza founded the first settlement. It was 
not until the 1830s that an expansionist United States began to realize the commercial potential of the 
magnificent natural harbor. In the wake of the Mexican War, the U.S. took possession of California in 
1848, though San Francisco was still only a small town of 900 at that time. With the discovery of gold 
that year at Sutter’s Fort, San Francisco boomed. By 1852, San Francisco was home to more than 36,000 
people. 

The founder of San Francisco did not live to see it flourish. After establishing the San Francisco fort, 
Anza returned to Mexico. In 1777, he was appointed governor of New Mexico, where he eventually 
negotiated a critical peace treaty with Commanche Indians, who agreed to join the Spanish in making 
war on the Apache. In declining health, Anza retired as governor in 1786 and returned to Sonora. He died 
two years later, still only in his early 50s and remembered as one of the greatest trailblazers and soldiers 
in Spain’s northern borderland. 

Discoverer of Tombstone begins prospecting 

April 1, 1877 

Ignoring the taunts of fellow miners who say he will only find his own tombstone, prospector Edward 
Schieffelin begins his search for silver in the area of present-day southern Arizona. Later that year, 
Schieffelin was not only alive and well, but he had found one of the richest silver veins in the West. He 
named it the Tombstone Lode. 

Located about 70 miles southeast of Tucson in the San Pedro Valley, the Tombstone Mining District 
and the town of Tombstone quickly became major economic and social centers of the Southwest. 
Schieffelin and his partners were able to attract vast amounts of eastern investment capital to develop 
their claims. Quickly making their fortunes, the original partners sold out in 1880-81 and left Arizona 
for more civilized locales. 

Tombstone, however, continued to boom. By 1881, more than 10,000 people lived in the region and 
Tombstone had become the seat of the newly created Cochise County. The Wild West spirit of the 
town and large amounts of money attracted gamblers, criminals, and would-be lawmen. Of these, Doc 
Holliday and the Earp brothers are the most famous today because of their brief shoot-out with the 
Clantons and McLaurys at the O.K. Corral in 1881. Tombstone was home to scores of other gamblers 
and gunslingers, though, including John Ringo, William C. Brocius, and Frank Leslie. 

So much violence and lawlessness marked the early years of Tombstone’s history that President Chester 
Arthur briefly considered imposing martial law in May 1882. Upstanding civic leaders like the rancher 
John Slaughter worked to promote law, order, and civic growth. The wild boom days in Tombstone, 
however, soon waned of their own accord when miners struck groundwater, which made it too expensive 
to dig any deeper. By the early 1890s, most of the mines had closed and the town went into decline. 

Mining resumed sporadically at Tombstone during subsequent decades, but the town never regained 
its former glory. By 1920, Tombstone seemed headed for ghost town status, and the county seat was 
moved to Bisbee. Ironically, the very gambling and violence that its citizens tried to suppress became its 
economic savior. In the post World War II years, the people of Tombstone began to cater to the American 
fascination with the Wild West. Museums and the restoration of the O.K. Corral made Tombstone into a 
tourist destination, leading some to call it the town that is “too tough to die.”

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Virgil Walter Earp was born July 18, 1843 in Ohio County, Hartford, Kentucky. He was a veteran of 
the Civil War, a Deputy U.S. Marshal for south-eastern Arizona Territory, and Tombstone City Marshal 
at the time of the gunfight at the O.K. Corral in October 1881. Two months after that shootout, outlaw 
cowboys ambushed Virgil on the streets of Tombstone, shattering his left arm, leaving him maimed 
for life. His brother, Morgan, was assassinated in March 1882 and Virgil left Tombstone for Colton, 
California to live with his parents and recuperate. 

The Earp family lived somewhat of a gypsy life, never really settling in any one location for too long. 
Virgil kept that kind of vagabond existence most of his life, traveling all over California, Washington, 
Nevada, etc. working at whatever job came his way, but mostly he was a lawman. 

Virgil’s parents were Nicholas Porter Earp and Virginia Ann Cooksey. Nicholas was married first to 
Abigail Storm of Ohio County on December 22, 1836. Nicholas and Abigail had two children, Newton 
Jasper and Mariah Ann Earp. Abigail died in October 1837 and Mariah died at ten months old, two 
months after her mother. Nicholas married Virginia in Ohio County in July of 1840 and they produced 
eight children. James, Virgil, and Martha Elizabeth were all born in Hartford. Wyatt Berry Stapp, Morgan 
Seth, Warren Baxter, Virginia Ann, and Adelia Douglas came later and were born in Illinois and Iowa. 

At age 16, Virgil eloped with a 16 year old Dutch immigrant, Ellen Rysdam. They remained together 
for a year in spite of her parents’ disapproval of her choice. When Virgil enlisted to serve the Union 
forces in the Civil War, it was the last time they saw each other as husband and wife. Virgil and Ellen 
had a daughter, Nellie Jane, born after Virgil left to serve in the Civil War. During the war, Ellen received 
news that Virgil had died, so she packed up Nellie Jane and moved to Illinois. When Virgil returned 
from the war, he could not locate Ellen and he remarried at age 27 to Rosella Dragoo in Missouri. It 
is unknown what happened to Rosella and their marriage. Virgil later took up with Allie Sullivan who 
became his common law wife and stayed with him the rest of his life. 

Thirty seven years after the fact, Virgil’s daughter Nellie Jane contacted him and the Earps traveled 
to see her in Oregon. By that time, Nellie Jane had two children of her own and lived near her mother. 
Nellie Jane visited Virgil and Allie in Arizona later the next year. 

Virgil died of pneumonia on October 19, 1905 and was buried in Oregon as requested by his daughter. 
Allie lived for 42 more years, dying at the age of 99.
